The supervisors have again levied a tax for the bridge 
fuud. Last year it was fifteen cents, the excuse being the 
damage caused by the floods of the preceding winter. This 
year the levy is twelve cents, but what the particular excuse 
therefor is we have not heard. Perhaps it is the prospective 
purchase of the Big Bar toll bridge, when the title thereto 
has been straightened. 
Of course, if this presumption is 
correct, it assumes that the suit now pending to quiet title 
will go against the counties, which certaintly is not a com­ 
mendable stand on the part of those who are expected to look 
after the financial interests of the public in such matters. 
But aside from this, where is the ¡authority of the super­ 
visors to impose more than the maximum limit allowed by 
law for road purposes under cover of the necessities of the 
bridge fund. Bridges are part and parcel of the public high­ 
ways. Work done on a bridge is road work in the strictest 
sense of the term. When the law limits the ordinary tax for 
road purposes to 40 cents on each $100, it means for bridges 
included. It is true there is a provision that a special tax for 
the maintenance of main roads may also be levied, not to 
exceed 20 cents on the'$ioo. But this provision has not been 
taken advantage of in this case. It is a clean-cut demand of 12 
cents for general bridge fund. The object of this move cau 
only be conjectured. The effect, however, is plain. Under the 
guise of bridge fund the taxpayers are called upon to con- 
tribnte beyond the maximum 
imit for road purposes. So far 
as we know, Amador’ is the only county where this practice 
has been inaugurated. In other counties a straight levy is 
made for road purposes. The bridge fund does not figure at 
all. If a bridge fund is needed they can provide for the same 
by transferring from the general road fund, the same as they 
do for the various road district funds. Amador’s road levy is 
five cents on the hundred dollars beyond the limit, according 
to our interpretation. 
If there is any other interpretation by 
which the action oi the supervisors can be defended we would 
like to be informed thereon. If the control of the road money 
was in other hands beside the supervisors, do 
any one 
imagine for a moment that such vast sums would be drawn 
from the people annually for the maintenance of public high­ 
ways. When the system of electing road overseers prevailed 
many yeais ago. it is a matter of record that from five to ten 
cents was deemed sufficient. T h e roads were starved for lack 
of nourishment; now they are overfed. Under the old system 
the road fuud was the first to fall under the retrenchment 


idea; now it is the last. 


According to a statement just issued by the state superin­ 
tendent of schools there are 300,000 elementary pupils and 
30,000 secondary pupils in the schools of California. Eleven 
thousand elementary and 1400 secondary school teachers are 
employed in training this arm y of scholars. 
Salaries for 
primary teachers range from $400 to $800 
per 
year, the 


average being about $600 per year. It costs 
ten 
million 
dollars per year to raaintaiu 
the 
primary 
and 
grammar 
schools of the state, $6,000,000 of which goes for teachers’ 
salaries. 
H igh school teachers receive from $700 to $150(3 
per year, the average beiug about $1000. 
Principals of high 
schools average about $1350 per year. 
The average length 
of the school term is nine months for common schools and 
9 ^ months for high schools. 


In Tuolumne county a tax rate of $1.90 has l>een levied 
this year, while in Calaveras $ 2 .15 is demanded. The roads 
eat up about twice as much money as is expened from the 
county treasury for schools. T h e people begin to voice their 
displeasure a t the preseut outrageously wasteful system.

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Amador County 
Descriptive Article 


Amador county com prises an area of 
•548 square miles. It ilea on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Novad!' mountains, 
and emnraees within its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of the popu- 
ous portions of the county is as gonial 
and healthful as can be found anywhere 
in California. As climate Is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state In attracting population. Amador 
stands second to no county in tiiis re­ 
gard. It should, 
a n d no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in loss favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. The tomperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees abofe zero in winter, and as 
i arely ri«es to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
ground for more than a few hours. Of 
course, in tho. high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. 1 ho sum­ 
mer season is atway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs aro rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms ure 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources or wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo- 
eatod here. The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below tho surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully 8100,000000 to tho world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and ">00 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ployment for ovor 1000 miners. Lhis 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along tho 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of the most Inviting fields- to 
bo found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capitul in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some tenor twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de 
posits of pottery, coal, ¡marbc, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities. —The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. The valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
Tn the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
courses. Further up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 20410 to 2500 foet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready market for 
many times the quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found iin the 
various mining towns. 
. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming important industries, both 
the grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than the product, of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms may 
1)0 secured for one-fourtli the price 
current in some places. Unimproved 
lauds can be had from 
to $10 per 
acre. It docs not require a fortuno to 
buy a small runch. There is room for 
a large addition to our agrtculural pop­ 
ulation. Vast tracts now dovoted to 
cattle ranges might bo made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populasion of less than 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
and below the mineral belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2ÓÜ0 inhabitants, and is an incorporated 
city ot the sixth class. Other towns 
aiv Sutter Creek, Amador City, Dry- 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and Oletu. lone City is the metropolis 
of tho valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
T he community is law abiding. Edu­ 
ca iionul facilities are excellent. 
A 
schoolhouBe is within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lon e. 
The assessment roll for 1909 isgé.— 
KOO, 793,, and the tax rate for both state 
ami county purposes $2 on the $100. 
Tho Southern Pucilic has a brunch 
ruilroad running to lone. From tills 
point t he lone and Eastern ruilroud ex­ 
tends 14 miles further to the mining 
section. 
The various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
T he power plaut of the Standard 
Electric Co— one of the largeit in the 
world—I» locuted four miles from Jack- 
sou. 


An Arm y of Men 


Will Take the Census 


Forty-five thousand enuumerators out 
of the estimated grand total of 66,000 
will he engaged April 15th next in 
gathering the required information con­ 
cerning agriculture for the thirteenth 
decennial U. S. census. Director Dur­ 
and purposes making every effort to 
gecure progressive farmers and crop re­ 
porters for these places. 
His action is 
based upon the recommendations of 
chief statistician I.eGrand Powers and 
the advisory hoard of special agents 
composed of professors of economics 
and farm experts who have been assist­ 
ing in the formulation of the schedule 
of inquiries concerning farm operations 
and equipment. 
It is believed that the 
selection of this class of men, already 
familiar with statistical 
methods of 
securing data and reporting it in com­ 
prehensible form, will add greatly to the 
efficiency of the census and to the 
scientific value of the information ob­ 
tained. 
Director Durand does not an­ 
ticipate any difficulty 
in 
procuring 
enumerators of this kind, as there are 
in every state of the union hundreds of 
crop reporters acting for the department 
of agriculture, representatives of state 
hoards of agriculture, etc. 
The agricultural schedule which is to 
be placed in the hands of these enumer- 
ors is 
nearing completion 
by the 
census bureau. The advisory board who 
are acquainted with practical agriculture, 
its varying conditions, and who are 
active in their respective states in as­ 
sisting the farmers to improve their 
farm methods, have been most earnest 
and no effort is being spared to make 
the schedule as simple as possible, and 
yet secure the greatest amount of im­ 
portant information concerning agricul­ 
ture. By means of the census .schedule 
an effort will be made to secure an ac­ 
curate statement of the total number of 
acres of land in the farms of ihe country, 
by states and counties; also the im­ 
proved area, number and size of farms. 
On account of the growing importance 
of tenancy in many parts of the country, 
considerable information will be secured 
as to whether farms are operated by 
owners, tenants or hired managers. 
In­ 
formation about the value of farm, 
buildings and other permanent improve­ 
ments, and of the farm equipment, both 
machinery, implements and livestock, 
will be secured. 
An important part of the schedule will 
be that enabling a study of the crops and 
crop products of 1901). The enumerators 
will ask questions about areas,quantities 
produced and value of crops, in the case 
of all the principal crops grown in all 
parts of the United States. This in­ 
quiry covers grain and seeds, nuts and 
vegetables, cotton, tobacco, ice, hemp, 
potatoes, broomcorn, etc. 
By products, 
like flax straw for tow and 
ine, and 
such manufactured products as wines, 
cider and vinegar, dried fruits, sugar, 
syrup,etc., will not be ovelooked by the 
questions in the schedule. 
The inquiries concerning livestock and 
their stock products, alsojinciude cattle, 
work animals,'sheep and goats, swine, 
poultry and bees.

On being asked the reason of 
the change, Thespltw related that dur­ 
ing his long sleep his spirit had been 
liberated from Ids body and bad soar­ 
ed aw ay to a strange land, where It 
had joined a whole company of other 
spirits. Ills past life was disclosed to 
him in all its hideousness, niul the 
glorious capabilities which were be­ 
fore him were revealed in such a man­ 
ner as to make him ambitious of at 
tabling them. 


The Hearts of Sam Houston. 
In the “Memoirs of a Senate Page" 
Christian F. EcklolT recalls the years 
just prior to tlie outbreak of the civil 
war. when Stunner. Wade. Douglas. 
Hamlin. Houston, John P. Hale. Breck­ 
inridge. Thomas and Jefferson Davis 
were debating the groat questions upon 
which the north and south were at. 
variance. They were an imposing body 
of men. mostly clad in black broad­ 
cloth and wearing high silk lints. 
But there was one senator Who re­ 
fused to he digrified—Senntor Hous­ 
ton of Texas. “Day after day." says 
Mr. Eckloff, “during spare moments 
he sat there in Ids seat carving hearts 
out of soft pine wood. They were 
pieces about the size of the hand. 
When lie had completed one of these 
works of art lie would summon a page 
and. pointing toward some fair spec­ 
tator in the gallery, would say. ‘Give 
(Ids to that lady up there with Gcn- 
ernl Sam Houston's compliments ' " 
Mr. Eckloff remembers Houston as 
one of tho gentlest and kindest of men. 


Sock and Buskin. 
I it live early ages theatrical perform­ 
ers disguised their faces with wine lees 
or a rucie pigment. Aeschylus, the fa 
nious tragic poet, introduced masks, 
which were of various kinds, express­ 
ing every age. country, condition and 
complexion. 
All were constructed 
with the greatest nicety and precision. 
Tiie dresses were also adapted to the 
characters assumed by the actors. 
What was known as tiie buskin was 
a hunting boot. Those worn by tra­ 
gedians had solos three inches thick, 
composed of layers of cork, and were 
laced up in front as high as the calf. 
Sandals were also worn, and many of 
these had tldck cork soles. The col­ 
ors of tiie foot coverings were various, 
red being the favorite line for war­ 
riors and purple for other characters. 
Slaves wore a low shoe bearing the 
name of sock, which was also tlie ordi­ 
nary footwear of comedians. 
From 
this circumstance arose the well 
known phrase of “sock and buskin.” 
so generally associated with the drama. 


Animals With Pockets. 
Did you ever think what a curious 
tiling it is that some animals have 
pockets—great, roomy, fur lined vest 
pockets, big enough to carry a family 
of little ones about in? Many of the 
animals native to Australia and Tas­ 
mania have these convenient pockets, 
and so lias (lie possum, a common 
animal in our southern states.

From Our Exchanges. 


A warrant was issued to-day in Judge 
Hawkins’ court, on the complaint of 
George G. Radcliff. for the arrest of 
Henry M. Calkins of San Francisco, for 
felony. 
Calkins, who is a former 
member of the notorious Calkins Pub­ 
lishing Co., but at present claims to 
be one of the owners of Orchard and 
Farm, a monthly publication, was here 
on September 7. He drew an order on 
the Bank of California, 
where he 
claimed to have funds but when sent 
there for collection by the Rank of Wat­ 
sonville it was returned marked “ ac­ 
count closed." The warrant for Calkins’ 
arrest was made out by district attorney 
Knight and given to sheriff Traftnn for 
service.—Watsonville Paiaronian. 
A fire caught by the explosion of a 
lamp did quite a bit of damage to re­ 
latives of a couple of lone families. 
rs >1. Durkes, mother of Mrs Fessier 
of this place, lighted a lamp and then 
took a sea’ on the oorch. 
Soon an ex­ 
plosion occurred and she went inside to 
find the room in a blaze. 
In attempt­ 
ing to smother the tire she was severely 
burned on the hands and arms. 
The 
house and its contents were totally 
destroyed, with but small insurance. 
The fire spread to two other houses 
which were also destroyed. 
One of 
these was occupied by Geo. Lytle, who 
is a brother-in-law of Wallace Draper 
of lone, and his loss is quite severe, as 
he had but recently newly furnished it, 
and! the only article saved \vu< a -ewing 
machine. He hrid no insurance. 
About two weeks ago we call .1 at­ 
tention to the fact that many young trout 
were dying in pot holes along the lower 
reaches of Plass creek, which empties 
into the western end of Silver lake 
during the spring and early summer 
months. 
The trout ascend the creek 
and spawn in the spring, and the young 
trout are thus hatched out by the thou­ 
sands. Later the flow of water cannot 
get to the lake until the fall rains set 
in, and thousands of them get caught in 
.holes which dry up and leave the trout 
to die. Stevens and McKinney write to 
the Republican and Nugget that they 
have taken 100,000 of these young trout 
out of the holes along the creek bed and 
deposited them safely in Silver lake, 
thus insuring good fishing next season 
in that body of water. These gentlemen 
are certainly entitled to more than pas­ 
sing mention in this connection. 
The 
state fish and game commissioners 
should show appreciation of their work 
in a substantial manner.—Nugget. 
William Williston, arrested tor selling 
liquor near Camp Relief. 
will be 
placed on trial in October. Williston is 
being prosecuted under a law of recent 
enactment and which provides that 
liquor cannot be sold within a distance 
of four miles from any construction 
work upon which twenty or more men 
are employed. 
Williston’s refreshment 
stand is within two miles of Camp Re­ 
lief where from 300 to 500 men have 
been engaged in construction work on 
the big dam all summer. 
It is under 
stood that the constitutionality of the 
new law will be attacked.—Union 
Democrat.

Controller Nye On 
Governm ent Expenses 


’ State Controller A. E. Nye read a 
paper at the convention of municipalities 
on the Growth of Public Expenditures." 
The paper began by quoting the state­ 
ment of Prof. C. J. Bullock of Harvard 
University before a legislative com­ 
mittee that in the state of Massachusetts 
various taxes take 40 per cent of the in­ 
come from investments, while in the firs* 
half of the nineteenth century taxes 
amounted to less than 10 per cent of in­ 
vestment incomes This, Mr. Nye said 
shows in a striking way the direction 
in which all modern communities are 
tending, although few have yet traveled 
so far as Massachusetts, where the 
public appropriation of the 
products 
of industry for social use lias gone 
futhcr than in any other state. 
But the 
census of 1000 showed that California 
came next to Massachusetts in per capita 
taxation for all purposes. 
Natural Increase. 
This progress in the direction of 
constantly increasing public expenditure 
is not unnatural and it does not appear 
to be necessarily an evil when the es­ 
sential nature of taxation is considered. 
It is simply the subtraction from the 
general fund of wealth which private 
industry has created of a certain pro­ 
portion to be publicly expended that is, 
through the agency of government—and 
In many instances this method of ex­ 
penditure will go futber in the pur 
chase of the things desired and needed 
hv the great body of citizens than would 
even the best directed private expen­ 
diture. 
The annual expenditure by the 
United States postoftice department of 
$2<X),(XX),<XX) and by the department of 
agriculture of $12,(XX),(XX) were 
in­ 
stanced as public expenditures which 
are really two of the greatest economies 
ever devised, because, it wousld require 
a far greater aggregate of individuaul 
expenditures to do the asme thing which 
these public outlays accomplish. 
Illustrating the econmic law of con­ 
stantly increasing expenditure as civili­ 
zation advances and governments be­ 
come more democratic, 
figures were 
given to show that in 
European 
countries the national budgets generally 
grew at the rate of one or two hundred 
per cent increase with each century, 
until the nineteenth century was re­ 
reached, when the increase was five 
hundred per cent in a hundred years. 
The same or a greater rate of increase 
prevailed in local taxation and expen­ 
diture as prevailed in national expen­ 
ditures. 
A little more than a century 
ago the per capita cost of the govern­ 
ment of New York city was $1.80, add 
now it is between $40 and $50. In early 
days the cost of our federal government 
was but $1.50 for each person in the 
country, while last year it was $7.53. 
In the year 1902 the census bureau 
investigated taxation and expenditure in 
all of the states, and in California the 
aggregate expenditure of our state 
county, municipal and district govern­ 
ment was found to be $45, (XX), 000. Dur­ 
ing the six years since that report there 
has been an advance all along the line, 
and Controller Nye, after the best 
Investigation he could make, came to 
the conclusion that last year the total 
public expenditures in California were 
more than $60,000,000, or $30 per per 
son, and $150 for each family of five. 
Figures Show Increase. 
The speaker gave figures to show how 
rapidly the cost of the county govern­ 
ments has increased. 
In 1890 the total 
amount of taxes charged up in all the 
counties for county purposes was be­ 
tween $9,000,000, and $10,000,000, and 
last year it was $24,000,000. Between 
1900 and 1908 the amount of taxes an­ 
nually charged up increased 81 per cent, 
which was double the increase in the 
preceding ten years. In 1906 the total 
amount of such taxes was in round 
numbers $18,000000, ; 1907 it was 22,­ 
000,000, and in 1908 it was $24,000,(XX). 
All of the counties have participated in 
the increase, but it has been most rapid 
in the counties like Los Angeles and 
AJamcda, which have been growing 
fastest. 
In Los Angeles the increase 
has been equal to 264 per cent, and in 
Alameda to 186 per cent. 
A large in­ 
crease in the rate of road tax has been 
made one main cause, but the county 
governments have simply responded to 
the same general impulses which are 
driving all governments forward in the 
direction of multiplied expenditures. 
In 1880 the municipal debts of Cali­ 
fornia amounted to five and 
three 
quarters millions, and they were less in 
1890, but in 1902 they had grown to 
more than ten millions, and in 1908 
they were twenty-eight and a half m il­ 
lions, with much more coming. 
As regards state expenditures they 
have increased about 80 per cent in the 
last ten or eleven years, while the in­ 
crease in population has not been much 
over forty per cent. This growth, which 
lias carried the net expenditures of the 
state government up to about fourteen 
mililon dollars, has not been due to a 
specially large expansion in any one 
direction, but rather to general increase 
in all directions. 
At the 1909 session 
of the legislature the general appropri • 
ation bill was increased 1,400,(XX) over 
the bill two years before, 
and 
the 
special appropriations were increased 
seven hundred thousand. 
At the next 
election ttie people will vote on state- 
bond issues aggregating $29,500, (XX), 


and they should think before they vote. 
In closing the speaker discussed the 
probabilities of retrenchment in state 
expenditures, which he expects only In 
a relative sense. That is to say, futher 
progress in a direction in which all 
political governments are moving by 
reason of an economic law cannot be 
stopped, but the rate of progress may 
be checked, and there is strong reason 
to helive that it needs to be. A greater 
centralization of administrative respon­ 
sibility and a different method of m ak­ 
ing up the state budget wero the princi­ 
pal remedial suggestions put forward.

I lie center of the bull be­ 
ing slittl quite dry. This is especially 
the case when the- pots are tilled with 
roots. It Is necessary that lihe ball 
should be thoroughly soaked. There is 
no regular rule as ly the time- for wa­ 
tering. Plants in vigorous growth re­ 
quire more frequent watering. Evap­ 
oration also has much to do- with It. 
On dry, warm days, when evaporation 
is- great, water taay be needed twice a 
ctov, while if the Oflr is cool and moist 
two or throe- days might Intervene 
without water. A healthy, vigorous 
plant absorbs much water, while a del­ 
icate oue can absorb but Httle. The 
soil should be examined always and if 
dry watered; If not, refrain from wa­ 
tering. When leaves shrivel and turn 
yellow the soil has been too dry. If 
they turn yellow without shriveling It 
indicates too, much water has beeu 
given. In either case the roots have 
been abused and lost tlieir power of 
absorption.

The “ Therol" 
w ater heater, 
which 
has been exhibited in 
London, stores 
the heat of a constantly-passing small 
electric current, 
and u ses it 
for 
pro­ 
ducing hot water as needed. 
The 
ap­ 
paratus replaces 
or supplements 
the 
kitchen range heater. 
A hollow iron 
block contains a coil o f pipe surround­ 
ing a small electric 
heater, 
and 
is 
placed in the center of a circular tank 
holding the water to be heated by pas­ 
sing through the coil. 
Both block and 
tank 
arc [covered 
w ith 
insulating 
material, the latter having double walls. 
A heater two feet high and two 
feet in 
diameter, using 
200 watts of current, 
heats 25 to 30 gallons 
of water daily 
from 50 deg to 110 deg. P ., supplying a 
larger quantity at low er temperature, or 
a smaller quantity of hotter water. 
It is 
claimed that the cost to 
consumer for 
electricity should be little more than 
$5.00 per quarter, though the rate must 
necessarily vary w ith 
locality. 
The 
general adoption of th ese heaters would 
be advantageous to pow er stations, and 
during the hours for electric lighting the 
current could he cut off w ithout serious­ 
ly lessening the hot 
w ater 
and 
the 
station’s current load would thus 
be 
equalized without increasing the maxi­ 
mum demand. 


Earth movements that are not 
true 
earthquakes are recorded by 
seismo­ 
graphs. 
Prof. 
C leveland Abbe points 
out that the covering o f gravel, clay and 
sand—five, ten or fifty feet deep—acts 
like a sponge, and, perm eated with air 
and water, responds to every change of 
pressure, so that slow tiltings result 
from rain, frost, changes in atmospheric 
pressure and in the load of snow, and 
changes in the ocean 
level 
on coasts. 
O ther movements of strain or release 
from strain in the rocky substratum are 
due to tides, volcanic heat and chemical 
changes, and changes 
from 
crystalli­ 
zation. 


in connection 
w ith 
the International 
Labor Exhibition of 
1911, 
a prize of 
$10,000 has been offered the author of an 
invention practically advancing national 
economy. 


On the island of Krakatoa, in Sunda 
strait, between Sum atra and Java, all 
animal and vegetable life was destroyed 
by the terrific volcanic explosion of Aug. 
12, 1883, and the e n tire twelve square 
miles of surface was buried under a 
layer of pumice and 
ashes averaging 
ninety fret in thickness. 
The return of 
living forms to th is new soil—which 
contains the elements necessary for plant 
growth except phosphorus and nitrogen— 
has been eagerly watched. 
Within three 
years, 
Dr. 
Freub of Java found that 
various plants had already begun to grow, 
those 
of 
the 
interior 
being 
quite 
different from those n e a r the coast, while 
ferns were remarkably preponderant, and 
slimy blue-green algae were specially 
active in preparing the soil for higher 
organisms. 
Another scientific visit was 
made in 1897, and the progress of the 
new flora up to llXXi h as been lately re­ 
ported by Prof. I). H. 
Campbell. 
The 
progress of the forest trees has been 
particularly rapid, and it is evident that 
the island will soon be covered w ith' a 
luxuriant forest an o b ject lesson 
in the 
production of new forests under favor­ 
able tropical conditions. 
The nitrogen 
for vegetation has been collected in the 
soil by bacteria. 
The first plants to ar­ 
rive—bacteria blue-green algae, 
ferns 
and mosses—were brought by the wind, 
as were also the first grasses and flower­ 
ing plants, but seeds and fruits seem to 
have been chlefy introduced by ocean- 
currents. 


M inirg for wood 
is the rather un­ 
usual industry found at Mongtze, 
Upper 
Tonkin, by the French consul. 
At some 
tim e a pine forest w as swallowed up, 
and the 
trees—lying 
in 
a 
slanting 
direction and some of them a yard in 
diam eter—are covered by eight or ten 
yards of sandy soil. 
T he perfect pre­ 
servation of the tops 
indicates that the 
trees were bnricd at a 
comparatively 
recent period. 
The 
tim ber 
supplied 
seem s to be im perishable, 
and is es­ 
pecially prized by the C h in e se as *coftin- 
making material. 
The loss of an eye through the use of 
a plated surgical 
in strum en t has been 
reported by Dr. Rock 1 iffe, a British sur­ 
geon. 
Inflammation following an oper­ 
ation made it necessary to remove the 
eye, and a bit of metal 
that seemed to 
have caused the inflammation proved to 
be plating from scissors used in the first 
operation. 
Feeling plating 
was found 
on other instruments. 
Platinized glass, 
as 
is 
well known, 
acts as a mirror on the- illuminated side, 
but appears like ordinary glass to per­ 
sons on the dark 
side. 
As window 


panes it serves the usual purpose, w hile 
persons on the outside cannot see into 
the house. 
Various tricks w ith this 
glass have been causing am usem ent 
in 
France. 
In one of these a person ap ­ 
proaches a 
mirror to note his 
appear­ 
ance, 
w hen suddenly the m irror d is­ 
appears and 
a grotesque figure 
stands 
before the startled spectator—th is effect 
being produced by simple turning on 
illum ination 
behind the glass. 
O r­ 
dinary glass may he readily platinized. 
A solution of a platinum salt is 
applied 
thinly to the surface, and the glass is 
then heated 
to redness, causing 
the 
platinum tn be taken up and im part the 
curious property mentioned. 
T he glass 
loses none of its transparency 
on the 
side opposite the stronger illum ination. 


A recen t peculiar bit of engineering 
work at Netherton, Eng., was m ade pos­ 
sible by n new scientific appliance. 
At 
the 
Pearnison Furnaces, the piston-rod 
of a large vertical blowing engine was 
so bent in an accident that its removal 
from th e cylinder seemed 
im possible. 
The 
director 
of 
an 
oxygcn-supply 
company was called, 
and by m ean s of 
the oxyhyrdogen cutting blow-pipc the 
piston rod—seven inches in d iam eter— 
was cut off close tb the gland of the 
cylinder, the operation occupying only 
35 m inutes. 
The 
task was 
a 
very 
difficult one, 
as the cut had to be made 
at considerable height overhead, 
w ith 
the bu rning metal dropping down and 
repeatedly setting fire to the wooden 
stage necessary.

Plenty of w ater sh o u ld be used and 
g reat ca re taken th a t it Is not driven 
Into (he body of th e carriage, to the 
in ju ry of the lining. 
F o r the body 
pnnels a large, s o ft sponge m ust be 
used and w hen 
sa tu ra te d squeezed 
o v er th e panels, a n d th u s by the flow­ 
ing dow n of th e w a te r th e d irt will be 
softened and run o ft harm lessly. 
Care 
should be taken to w ipe th e surface 
dry w ith soft ch am o is leather. 
N ever 
use th e sam e sponge a n d cham ois for 
panels w hich a re u sed for running 
gear. 
N ever use so ap on varnished 
surfaces, and only ta k e off the grease 
and d irt around th e hubs and axles.
